In the vioinity of 0630B, 135A vectored to the south of 
course and disappeared in cirrus clouds. 163, endoavoring to maintain Wing

During the month of March, 1945, the 35let Armament Section loaded a 
total bomb tonnage of 652 tons of high explosives and incendieries on the or- 
genizations ships. This is a record high in loeding and in keeping with the 
total number of miseions flowm. The peak load for any one period was 59.5 
tons on March 24th when two miesions were flown on that date, This took some 
fast work on the pert of the armorers but all loading was completed in time 
and in order, The smount of loading done was somewhat of a strain during March 
but this was minimized by the temporary assignment of combat crew personnel 
for the purpose of loading and oranicinc. 


Sgt. Hamilton, a zroumded gunner, was sent into the section to help keep 
the unit atthe regular strength but his gain was offset by the return of Cor= 
poral Stieler to the 65th General Hospital, Becaues of the high tonnage in 
logding, routine duties in the section were carried out with some difficulty 
but the end of the month found all modifications on schedule. Inspectionea by 
the Technical Inspector gave us a satisfactory rating in all phases of Arme- 
ment. 


For about two weeks during the month of March, the section was forced to 
use a reconnaiseance car in place of ite weapons carrier while the latter was 
being overhauled. In view of the fact that this vehicle does not accommodate 
more than half the personnel it is possible to take in the weapons carrier, ad= 
ditional driving was necessary and the mileage clock seemed to indicate more 
travel then it should have.
